Gnle Holds Up Action for 
A Week 
Prcble brought his flagship to tho 


outer harbor on July 28 and anchor- 
ed, {suddenly a gale sprang up, and 
for a week the American fleet 
gunboats battened down to ride o.. 
Die storm. The wind did not abate 
unlil August 3. Prcble, tired of wait- 
ng, raised sail at dawn and ran down 
ioforo an easterly breeze until noon 
ound him within three miles of thc 
larbor batteries. 


Tho Constilulion could go no fur- 
her. Preble gave final orders lo thc 
mailer ships, warned against letting 
ho priute, expert boarders, 
swarm 


aboard, bid God-speed to all. 


Tho United Stales fleet of small craft 


started into tho harbor. Just before 
three in the afternoon the ketches 
opened fire on tho town. Tripoli's 
forts roared in reply. The battle had 
begun. The Constitulion's guns blast- 
ed away at the forts while the smaller 
boats moved into battle. 


Tho Tripolilans came out to meet the 


attackers. Before long all six of tho 
American gunboats wore in the thick 
of it, their crows fighting desperately 
for their lives. 


It was gunboat number four that 


was lo make history that day. She 
was commanded by Stephen Decatur, 
a young man who had already made 
a name for himself in this Algerinc 
war, 
Early in Ihe winter of 1804, whei 


Capt. Prcble first arirvod in the Med- 
iterranean, he discovered that tho U 
b. frigate Philadelphia had been cap- 
tured by the pirates. Her seizure 
was doubly serious for the Amer- 
icans, decreasing their naval streng- 
th, increasing their enemy's. 


Preble hit on a plan. If he could 


sneak into the harbor, he could de- 
stroy the Philadelphia, make 
sure 


her guns wore never used against 
linn. He talked over the idea with 
Decatur, who was then in command 
of the U. S. S. Enterprise. It would 
be a dangerous job, he pointed out 
for thc Philadelphia was under the 
very nose of tho harbor guns. 


Decatur not only approved of Pre- 


ble s plan, ho bogged for the honor 
of

Singer's Stew Is Something 
Very Extraordinary

Elizabeth Rethberg isn't above us- 


ing left-over potatoes and vegetables 
even if she is premiere soprano of 
the Metropolitan. She gives us her 
recipe: 


Hot Potato Salad 
(Serves 4 to 6) 
Two cups cooked potatoes, cubed; 


2 tablespoons grated onions, 6 hard 
cooked eggs, 4 tablespoons mayon- 
aise, cooked peas or string beans or 
any vegetable, 4 strips bacon, 6 slic- 
ed olives, stuffed; 1 tablespoon Wor- 
cestershire sauce. 


Mix eggs, onions and potatoes and 


vegetables. Sprinkle with 
salt 
to 


taste. Add Worcestershire sauce and 
mayonnaise and mix. Place in greas- 
ed baking tin, arrange olives and ba- 
con on top. Bake in hot oven (400 de- 
grees F.) for 20 minutes. 


Nor does this famous singer turn 


up her pretty nose at the thought of 
stew. She likes it, particularly on 
crisp fall days, and tells us how she 
makes it. Her recipe comes from old 
Austria. 
Goulash (Austrian Beef Stew) 


One and one-half pounds beef, 6 


onions, 2 tablespoons fat, 2 cloves gar- 
lic, caraway seeds, 1 tablespoon pap- 
rika, salt and pepper. 


Melt some fat in a casserole. When 


hot add the sliced onions and cook 
until they begin to brown. Add the 
beef, cut in one-inch cubes, the gar- 
lic, crushed with a knife, the pap- 
rika and caraway seeds. Season with 
salt and pepper. Cover the casserole 
and cook until the meat is slightly 
brown. Now add either sufficient hot 
stock or water to cover the meat, 
and simmer for iy2 to 2 hours. Serve 
in the casserole.

Sunday School 
Lesson 
Nations Must Harvest True Fruits 
Of Victory to Insure Lasflii/j Pence 
Text: Revolution 21:1-7, 10-12, 22-24.

Our last lesson was one of over- 


coming and victory, but many things 
remind us that while victory at a 
certain stage in conflict is the all-im- 
portant tiling, what is ultimately more 
important is what happens after vic- 
tory. Within our own time we have 
seen a world war won, and the na- 
tions that won it losing the peace be- 
cause they failed to reap the true 
fruits of victory, 
. 


In this lesson we come to the ful- 


fillment of history in the achieving 
of all that victory makes worthwhile. 
It is a glorious picture that the sainl- 
prophet-poet who wrote the Book of 
Revelation paints for us in his des- 
cription of the New Jerusalem. 


The picture is poetical and symbo- 


lic, but here again the realities of 
it are not hard to grasp. Lovers of 
the sea might wonder why it had no 
place in the ultimate blending of 
heaven and cnrlh, but the sea for 
the ancient world represented incred- 
ible dangers. It separated 
countries 


and peoples, and without the triumphs 
of modern navigation it was full of 
peril. 


It is instructive that the writer rep- 


resents the Holy City,, the New Jer- 
usalem, as "coming down." In his 
conception there is to be an earthly 
realization of God's triumph; it is 
not merely a matter of earth as- 
| cending toward heaven. The picture 
that he gives is in striking contrast 
with the earth and world as we know 
it. For those to whom the author of 
the book was writing, even with their 
Christian 
faith and fortitude, 
the 


world was a place of sorrow and 
trial. Yet God was to wipe away the 
tear from every eye; there would be 
no more death, no more mourning or 
crying. 


Instructive also is the fact that the 


seer saw no temple or church in the 
Holy City. The city itself had become 
the Church. All of life in this New 
Jerusalem was holy, and all its re- 
lationships were the relationships of 
worship and truth. 


Is this only a dream, or is it some- 


thing for the attainment of which 
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men may live and work and pray? 
Shall we see the nations walking in 
the midst of the light of this Holy 
City and the kings of the earth bring- 
ing their glory Into it? 


It is a vision that has been realized 


in the lives of some men. There 
are those who have lived unselfish- 
ly and nobly in the spirit of a world 
made perfect. If it has been realized 
for some, is not this the hope-' that it 
may be realized for others and that 
earth and heaven shall yet truly meet 
in the New Jerusalem? 


If the whole of humanity were as 


good as some good men whom we have 
seen and know, the dream would be 
realizable. Who can say that human- 
ity may yet be as good as those who 
represent humanity at its best?
